WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(4)— 
Selective Service today set Sep- 
tember 15 as the deadline for fa- 
thers in nondeferable jobs to sig- 
nify intention to transfer to other 
work if they want a cushion | 
against induction ahead of other 
fathers. 

Unless they have actually ob- 
tained jobs off the nondeferable 
list or registered with the U. S. 
Employment Service for such »>bs 
and given proof of registration to 
their draft boards by September 
15, they will be the first fathers 
to be drafted, and can be taken 
before October 1. 

Today's announcement took the 
form of an amendment to a regu- 
lation issued three weeks ago. It 
laid dqwn the rule that the 30-day 
immunity from reciassification 
gained by registering for a job- 
transfer cannot extend beyond 
October 15 under any circum~\ 


stances. 
No Immunity. 

However, if the nondefc-able 
father’s order number would bring 
him up for induction earlier than 
October 15 even if he were not 
‘in a nondeferable job, he will get 
no added immunity and will be 
subject to call whenever his num- 
ber comes up after October 1.

The boards, which hitherto have 
had complete control over each 
individual's case, subject only to 
appeal board rulings, were forbid- 
den to order the induction of any 
man with the required skills with-.

Furthermore, they were ordered 
to refer the case to the employ- 
ment service even if an appeals 
board has agreed with them that 
the particular man does not de- 
serve occupational deferment de- 
spite his qualifications to fill a 
“critical occupation.” 

30-Day Postponement. 

In doing so, they must give the 
man at least a 30-day postpone- 
ment of induction, and then, if the 
employment service directs it, re- 
consider his case and give “the 
most serious consideration” to 
granting him the deferment it has 
previously refused. 

Since the selective service laws 
give the boards complete authority 
over each case xcept hen an 
appeals board reverses it, the reg- 
ulation did not say the boards ‘ill 
have to accept the employment 
service's recommendations in 
every case, though they must lis- 
ten to them.

Russians Smash 


To Outskirts of 
Flaming Stalin 
(Map On Page 9.) 

LONDON, Sept. %.—({4)—The 
Red army smashed to the outskirts 
of burning Stalino in the Donets 
basin today and also captured the 
northern Ukraine citadel of Kono- 
top in a direct plunge toward the 
capital of Kiev 125 : iles beyond, 
Moscow disclosed officially to- 
night. 

A communique announced the 
seizure of the adjacent industrial 
city of Makeevka, only six miles 
east of Stalino, whose fall was ex- 
pected in the next 24 hours. Mos- 
cow dispatches earlier had said 
Russian motorized forces were 
only three miles from the Axis 
bastion, to which the Germans ap- 
parently had applied the torch in 
their retreat. 

Slavyansk, Kramatorskaya, and 
other points on the 60-mile Stalino- 
Slavyansk railway also were de- 
clared overrun by the hard-hitting 
Russians, who thus blocked one 
Nazi escape avenue and threaten- 
ed to trap sizable mae 4 forces 
in the Stalino sector. e com- 
munique, broadcast from Moscow, 
was recorded here by the Soviet 
monitor. 

Berlin told of a “planned with- 
drawal” toward the Dnieper river 
140 miles to the west, but Russian 
front dispatches declared there 
was demoralization in the Axis 
ranks. 

Dazed groups of prisoners were 
being rounded up, great quantities 
of German equipment were being 
seized intact, and the Russians 
also found dynamite charges un- 
der vital rail points which the 
Germans had — to set off.

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 6.—(#)— 
John Cudahy, Wisconsin director 
of civilian defense, former ambas- 
sador to Poland and ex-minister 
to Ireland, was killed this after- 
noon when thrown from his horse. 
He suffered a broken neck. 

The fatal accident occurred at 
Cudahy’s estate’'in the town of 
Granville about 10 miles north of 
Milwaukee. A person, not iden- 
tified immediately, telephoned 
the Milwaukee count) sheriff’s of- 
fice and told Captain James Flat- 
ley that Cudahy’s body has been 
found near his riderless horse.

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U.-S. Paratroopers 
Landed Behind Lae 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN THE SOUTHWEST PA- 
CIFIC, Tuesday, Sept. 7—(AP)—American paratroops have 
landed to the rear of Lae, New Guinea, previously menaced 
by landings by Australian veterans of the African campaign 
to the northeast of it, General MacArthur’s headquarters 


announced today. 


As the result of these two’ 
moves and the positions already 
held at Srlamaua, an estimated 
20,000 Japanese troops are en- 
circled in the area. 


General Douglag MacArthur 
accompanied the paratroops to 
their objective and watched their 
landings from a Flying Fortress. 


These paratroopers seized posi- 
oom inland in the Markham val- 
ey. 

Continuing to provide the grow- 
ing offensive with air support, 24 
tons of bombs were dropped by 
Allied planes on Heaths planta- 
tion, a strong point north of Lae. 

The paratroop landings behind 
Lae occurred Sunday, the day 
after the Australians moved 
ashore on the Huon gulf coast 
above it under protection of a 
smoke screen laid down by war- 
ships. 

Should estimates of 20,000 en- 
circled enemy troops be borne 
out, that would exceed the army 
of 15,000 Japanese whose mem- 
bers neither were killed or routed 
in the Allied conquest of New 
Guinea’s Papuan peninsula below 
the present battle sector. 

Escape for these 20,000 virtually 
is imposible. Not only are the 
Allied ground troops forging a 
ring of men in the jungle but 
planes and ships command the ad- 
jacent waters. 

The heaviest American amphib- 
ious fleet of the Pacific war was 
used in landing the Australians. 
So completely were the Japanese 
surprised that they did not know 
the huge force was present until it 
was a few hundred yards off 
shore. 

Probably the first intimation the 
Nipponese had of the impending 
iadine was the shelling of the 
shore by American warships. The

Jittery Nazis 
Prop France's 
Southern Coast

LONDON, Sept. 6.—(#)—The 
Germans, apparently suffering 
from a severe case of invasion 
nerves, were reported today rush- 
ing possible measures for the de- 
fense of the southern coast of 
France and other vulnerable spots 
along Europe’s Mediterranean 
coastline. 

German rumors of Allied inten- 
tions for the invasion of Adolf Hit- 
ler’s “Fortress of Europe” flew so 
thick and fast that the British 
Broadcasting Corporatfon sent a 
warning to French listeners to “be 
careful of German provocations.” 


Announcing the evacuation of 
even the Italian civilian popula- 
tion from the Calabrian toe of 
Italy, scene of the United Nations’ 
first invasion of the European 
mainland, the Germans were said 
to have cleared all French civil- 
ians out of a 650-mile_ strip of 
France’s southern coastal region, 
10 miles deep. 

Field Marshal General Karl Ru- 
rolf Gerd von Rundstedt, 67-year- 
old German commander-in-chief 
in western Europe, was also re- 
ported pushing ahead additional 
fortifications in the Narbonne- 
Montpelier district of the Mediter- 
ranean coast to protect his head- 
quarters at Montpelier.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(4)— 
A call for greater war produc- 
tion and a renewal of the no- 
strike pledge came from labor un- 
ion leaders today, even as the 
government’s man power chief 
forecast tighter controls over 
workers to bolster output in many 
war industries. 

In a Labor Day message broad- 
cast from Detroit, CIO President 
Philip Murray told workers they 
must not surrender to compia- 
cency but must redouble their ef- 
fort. The CIO is determined, he 
declared, “to maintain our no- 
strike pledge until victory is 
ours.” 

William Green, chief of the 
AFL, asserted that the no-strike 
promise “must be religiously kept” 
and called for “hard, unremitting 
inspired work” to back to the lim- 
it the fighting men on the war 
fronts. Green spoke in Tampa. 

Declaring that several war in- 
dustries are failing to meet ex- 
panding schedules because of la- 
bor shortages, War Man-Power 
Commissioner Paul V. McNutt 
declared in a statement the na- 
tion must get more men and wom- 
en into war jobs, shift more work- 
ers from non-essential to essen- 
tial activities, reduce labor turn- 
over, and keep key war produc- 
tion workers at their posts. 

Furthermore, he declaged, “we 
must see that management, too, 
does its share” by making it pos- 
sible to utilize labor more effi- 
ciently with full consideration of 
the health and well-being of the 
working man. 

Murray and Green coupled 
their assurances of labor’s co-op- 
eration in the war effort with 
criticism of the government’s wage 
and stabilization measures and 
with demands that labor be given 
a greater voice in the nation’s 
wartime councils. 

Green charged that the govern- 
ment had failed to co-ordinate 
ceilings on wages and prices and 
called for the payment of sub- 
sidies to bring down prices of 
staple commodities. At the same 
time, he protested against the 
power of Economic Stabilization 
Director Fred M. Vinson to veto 
wage increases granted by the 
War Labor Board. 
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‘Work or Fight 
Order Issued 
By Arnall 


Citing the manpower shortage, 
Governor Arnall yesterday issued 
a “work or fight” proclamation, 
and asked selective service boards 
and police officers to see that all 
Georgia vagrants either are in the 
armed forces or in prison. 

“If manpower requirements are 
to be met in the future, it is im- 
perative that all citizens be en- 
gaged in useful] activities to the 
extent of their abilities in order 
to bring the war to a successful 
conclusion,” the Governor said. 
“You can serve your country by 
immediately applying for a job at 
the United States Employment 
Service or county agent.” 

He called on local draft boards 
to reclassify to 1-A all registrants 
who are willfully idle and not 
contributing to the war effort. 
Colonel James Keelin, state selec- 
tive service director, said he al- 
ready had .ssued instructions to 
local and appeals boards that idle- 
ness is a nondeferable activity 
and had told them to cancel de- 
ferments of all who are willfully 
idle. 

The Governor urged all sheriffs, 
police chiefs, and law enforce- 
ment officers of the state to stamp 
out willful idleness and vagrancy. 
This does not apply to temporary 
idleness due to loss of jobs, 
changes from on. job to another 
where such changes are made in 
the national interest, or reason- 
able vacations, he added 
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military authorities.

"ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 
6.—(AP)—British and Canadian troops drove 10 miles inland 
from their 40-mile beachhead on the Italian toe through ex- 
tensive demolitions and stood tonight on the forbidding 
slopes of Aspromonte, a 6,000-foot mountain nearly halfway 
across the Calabrian peninsula. ’ 

A Berlin radio account quoting, 


were opened for Allied navigation 
as the invaders compelled the 
Axis troops to withdraw their 
coastal cannon from range. 

Allied planes employed their 
supremacy to weave a web of 
destruction in southern and cen- 
tral Italy. Heavy bombers pum- 
meled the Viterbo area, 50 miles 
north of Rome, in daylight sweeps 
yesterday. Flying Fortresses and 
medium bombers concentrated on 
a triple smash at three key air- 
dromes north of Naples which ap- 
parently have been the major en- 
emy air bases.

The 
attacks on airfields were with the 
avowed purpose of destroying en- 
emy aircraft. Thousands of frag- 
mentation and demolition bombs 
were loosed on the Naples fields 
by American raiders, pockmarking 
the runways.

Flyer breaks 


In Two Nearing

In one of th» worst railroad acci- 
dents of modern times, the Penn- 
sylvania railroad’s fastest train, 
the Congressional Limited, broke 
in two on a curve in northeast 
Philadelphia early tonight, kill- 
ing from 25 to 150 persons. 


The Pennsyvania’s first estimate 
of the dead, made at 7:30 p. m. 
(Atlanta time), was “25 to 50,” 
but officials said the victims were 
still being removed from. the 
wreckage. Chief Deputy Coroner 
er egg Ross said 150 were

At least 25 dead were reported 
at Frankford hospital alone, where 
the basement was turned into a 
morgue and the dead and injured 
came in so fast they couldn't be 
counted. 


A priest, who entered one of 
the wrecked cars of the 16-car 
train to administer last rites to 
the dying, said there were 75 per- 
sons in the car and he believed 
at least half of them were dead. 


10 to Move. 


Father Leo Palmer, who enter- 
ed another car, said there were 
still 10 dead to be removed, and an 
interne reported five dead in a 
third car. 


Hours after the wreck rescue 
workers were still struggling 
frantically to get to other trapped 
persons. 

Nine cars of the flier, bound 
from Washington to New York, 
were derailed and hurtled across 
the tracks and embankments. The 
locomotive and first six cars and 
the last car remained on the 
tracks. 

W. C. Higginbottom, general 
manager of the railroad’s eastern 
division, said the wreck was 
caused by a burned-off journal on 
the lead truck of the seventh car. 

3 Miles Out. 


The crash occurred three miles 
from the Pennsylvania’s North 
Philadelphia station in the crowd- 
ed Frankford business and resi- 
dential section, and within a few 
minutes the scene was one of in- 
describable confusion. 


Every available ambulance and 
police car sped to the scene. May- 
or Bernard Samuel called out po- 
lice reserves and Civilian Defense 
units and directed their opera- 
tions. 

Thousands of spectators gath- 
ered, watching in horror as 
searchlights played on the de- 
molished cars. 

The train left Washington at 
4p. m. (EWT) and was due in 
New York at 7:35. It makes no 
stops between the capital and the 
metropolis. 

Hopeless Traffic. 

Traffic in the area was soon in 
a hopeless condition. The acci- 
dent occurred in the middle of a 
crowded residential section. 

Every branch of Civilian De- 
fense units was called to aid in 
the emergency. 

Mayor Bernard Samuel! directed 
operations of the police, auxiliary 
police and firemen, air raid war- 
dens and others. 

About 200 service men who 
were riding in the cars that re- 
mained on the tracks joined in the 
policing and rescue work. 

All units of the City Electrical 
Bureau also sped to the scene. 
The wreck knocked down poles 
carrying high tension wires, which 
hampered the rescue work. The 
Pennsylvania is electrified along 
the section where the wreck oc- 
curred, but the Congressional 
Limited was hauled by a steam 
locomotive.

Like Way 


Tarheel Prisons Run 


By LAMAR Q. BALL. 

Ask Frank Gross, president of the Georgia senate, or Roy 
Harris, speaker of the Georgia house of representatives, which 
of the five states they visited last week has the soundest penal 
system and they’ll answer quickly: 


“North Carolina!” 

They base their 
many phases of prison life they 
studied in their first-hand inves- 
tigation, but what impressed the 
two Georgians most forcibly was 
the North Carolina presumption 
that it is possible to educate, 
train and encourage prisoners to 
return to their communities as 
law-abiding citizens. 

North Carolina has an organi- 
zation working in its prisons and 
convict camps. It is the North 
Carolina Rehabilitation Bureau, 
an organization of everyday citi- 
zens who give spiritual, moral 
and employment guidance to per- 
sons who have served terms in 
prisons. 

Prepare for Freedom. 

A pamphlet prepared by that 
organization has among others, 
this potent sentence: 

“Every effort must be exerted 
to prepare prisoners for their re- 
turn to society. The vast ma- 
jority will be returned.” 

And then the Rehabilitation Bu- 
reau describes how it works in 
the jails, the convict camps and 
the prisons: 

“The prisoners are taught to 
think of their sentences as pe- 
riods of training through which 
they must learn to discipline 
themselves from within so as to 
be capable of returning and ad- 
justing themselves to society. 

“The prisoners are given a reg- 
ular routine each day so as to 
teach them and train them in reg- 
ular habits. 

Comfortable Living. 

“They eat wholesome food, 
wear warm clothing and are pro- 
vided with clean, comfortable 
places in which to sleep. Their 
quarters are warm in the winter 
and well ventilated the year 
around. 

“Work and obedience to au- 
thority are compulsory. Both are 
helpful to self-discipline. The 
rules the prisoners are required 
to obey are useful regulations 
which improve their health and 
cleanliness and contribute to the 
development of mind, body and 
spirit. Religious services, recre- 
ation and schools are provided. 
Libraries are maintained. De- 
tective stories, wild west stories 
and sex appeal stories are pro- 
hibited in all the prison units.” 

Right there is the difference 
investigators find between the 
North Carolina and the Zeorgia 
systems. 

The Georgia System. 

Georgia seems to work on the 
assumption that there is no hope 
for the man who has committed 
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a crime. Religious services, rec- 
reation and schools in the Geor- 
gia prison system have _ been 
waved aside by some officials of 
the Georgia prison system as a 
lot of bosh. Georgia’s accepted 
plan of handling a convict is by 
beating him, starving him, giv- 
ing him no _ recreation—doing 
nothing in a religious way to im- 
prove the prisoner’s outlook on 
life, doing nothing toward edu- 
cating him for his return to so- 
ciety as a better man than he 
was before he committed the 
crime and entered the jail. Prison 
wardens meet in Georgia and dis- 
cuss nothing more than how to 
whip a prisoner into submission 
under laws that have made the 
lash illegal. 

About a month ago, prison 
wardens of Georgia, meeting in 
an Atlanta hotel, were discuss- 
ing the problem of how to beat 
prisoners. 

Nobody Stood. 

One of the usual Georgia type 
of warden—one who had grown 
up in a cruel system—rose to his 
feet and said, with a snicker of 
amusement: 


“I know the law says we can’t 
use a lash, but I'd like any war- 
den here who doesn’t have a lash 
in his camp or his prison to stand 
up.” 

Everybody snickered — nobody 
stood up. 

The whole trend of the war- 
dens’ meeting in Atlanta was a 
plotting of defense against the 
convicts, who are admittedly 
smarter than the Georgia guards, 
and a protest against interference 
from people who, the wardens 
say, “don’t know nothing about 
prisoners or how to handle them.” 

Georgia’s prison commission 
supports that attitude of the 
Georgia wardens. 

The North Carolina 
pamphlet says: 

Hopeful Future. 


“Our prisoners are taught to 
look forward to a future that is 
bright with hope for normal suc- 
cess and recovery from the em- 
barrassment of their incarcera- 
tion. Our task is to save them 
from despair, from failing to rec- 
ognize the ‘improved man’ each 
prisoner can be, or from feeling 
that society has tossed the pris- 
oner aside. Our task is to train 
them so they can return to the 
community where they will be 
given a place to live, work and 
develop the finer qualities of 
character. 

“Prisoners are taught to discov- 
er their incorrect attitude and 
habits, to resist with all their 
power the tendency toward a per- 
manent crime life, to learn some- 
thing of accepted moral stand- 
ards.” 

North Carolina does not coddle 
its prisoners. 

Those who refuse to work are 
dealt with, but not by the individ- 
ual guard in the heat of passion. 

The Incorrigibles. 


North Carolina recognizes that 
there is a small percentage of 
prison population that must be 
classed as incorrigible. Those men 
merely stay in prison and are 
compelled by loss of privileges, 
by reduction of diet and by soli- 
tary confinement, to buckle down 
and lead a regular life inside the 
prison walls. 

North Carolina conducts nine 
industries in which men are train- 
ed for wage-producing jobs when 
the return to the outside world. 

Each prisoner can shave down 
the length of his prison term by 
working diligently at his job and 
by obeying the prison rules. 

There are no guards armed with 
sticks to crack a prisoner across

Develop Character. 

Instead, preachers, educators, 
musicians and the regular prison 
personnel in North Carolina di- 
rects efforts toward this develop- 
ment of character within the pris- 
oner.

“They are taught to see the ab- 
sence of principle and the false 
principles upon which they have 
built their lives.” 

Those are the points that im- 
pressed Gross and Harris, of 
Georgia. They will be included in 
the report to be made soon to 
Governor Arnall, who plans 
changes in the Georgia system.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(4)— 
Hopes of eastern motorsist for 
an early increase in the value of 
their “A” gasoline ration were 


dampened today by the Office of 
Price Administration. 

Announcing plans for renewal 
of “A” books by mail in the east, 
OPA said that although the ex- 
piration date of the present books 
is undetermined, “motorists must 
plan to make their A-6 coupons 
last through November 22.”

For Winter Legumes

The government henceforth will pay farmers for planting 
winter legumes as well as for turning them under, according 
to amendment to the Georgia AAA Handbook announced 


yesterday. The amendment extends the AAA program year | | 


from August 31 to December 

This means, it was said, that 
farmers interested in handing on 
their farms to their children in 
a better condition than they re- 
ceived them, and reaping a re- 
ward in better future crops at 
less cost. may grow winter le- 
gumes at practically no expense 
to themselves. 

In the past, the AAA has paid 
for turning under winter legumes 
planted in the fall, but now, in 
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addition, it will pay $1.50 per 
acre for planting them not later 
than November 30. It was pointed 
out a winter legume turned under 
in the spring is equal to hundreds 
of pounds of expensive fertilizer 
and often doubles or triples the 
yields of succeeding crops. 


New Amendment. 

Glenn Francis, Fulton county 
AAA _ administrator, explained 
that the new amendment contains 
another important innovation. If 
the farmer does not plant the 
required nun.ber of pounds of 
seed to earn the payment of $1.50 
per acre, he will be paid the fol- 
lowing amounts per pound: for 
Austrian winter peas and Lath- 
yrus Hirsutus (wild winter pea) 
seeded at the rate of at least 15 
pounds per acre, five cents per 
pound; hairy vetch seerer at a rate 
of at least 10 pounds per acre, 
seven and a half cents per pound: 
all other vetches when seeded at 
a rate of at least 15 pounds per 
acre, six cents per pound: blue 
lupine when seeded at a rate of 
at least 25 pounds, three cents 
per pound; and crimson clover 
when seeded at a rate of at least 
seven and a half pounds per acre, 
10 cents per pound. 

To earn the $1.50 per acre 
maximum, the amendment re- 
quires seeding at the following 
rates per acre: Austrian winter 
peas and Lathyrus Hirsutus, 30 
pounds: hairy vetch, 20 pounds; 
all other vetches, 25 pounds: blue 
lupine, 59 pounds; clean crimson 
clover, 15 pounds. 

Specifications.

I have just witnessed the rebirth 
of Kharkov in a tour of the city, 
and heard an account of it from 
Alexander IlIznatievich Selivanov, 
the 39-year-old mayor. 

Condiuons Hard. 

He and other citizens of Khar- 
kov said the Germans made condi- 
tions for the people extremely 
hard during their second occupa- 
tion and left‘ behind them a tre 
mendous problem of recovery. 

The Germans first entered Khar- 
kov in 1941, left last February 
when driven out, returned on 
March 13 and finally quit the city 
on August 23 when the Red army 
stormed back on the crest of its 
summer offensive. The Soviets 
now are settling down to stay, evi- 
dently. 

Selivanov, a young-looking, fair- 
haired White Russian in blue work 
shirt who rose from engineer at 
the Kharkov electrical machine 
factory to chairman of the city So- 
viet, talked to American and Brit- 
ish correspondents from behind 
his large flat-topped desk in his 
lamp-lit, blue-walled office. 

He estimated the destruction of 
Kharkov housing at 40 per cent 
after the first German occupation, 
60 to 75 per cent after the second. 
The factories, he said, have been 
entirely ruined, 

Population Dwindles. 

The population dwindled to 
350,000 after the first occupation, 
he added, and about 50,000 left 
with the Red army before the Ger- 
mans came back the second time. 
Others were killed, removed to 
Germany or fled to other parts of 
Russia during the second occupa- 
tion. 

There is no estimate yet of the 
number of persons the Germans 
killed in Kharkov. Alexei Tolstoy, 
representative of the state commis- 
sion on atrocities, has arrived to 
investigate the conditions under 
the occupation. 

Selivanov said the Germans 
hung many persons publicly dur- 
ing the first occupation. They 
hung fewer the second time but 
shot more to death clandestinely. 
He estimated thousands thus met 
their death. 

“Apparently they were afraid of 
the people’s hostility,” he said. 

The Russians already have open- 
ed 15 hospitals, 16 clinics, two chil- 


en yokes. One said she had been 
walking more than a mile to a 
well since the Germans wrecked 
the water system at the end of the 
first occupation. 


The last battle was the most, 


frightful by far, she said, because 
the Germans burned the city. 
“Sea of Flame.” 

“TIT was in a sea of flame with 
the electric power plant burniug 
on one side of my room and a fac 
tory burning on the other.” she 
added. “A German shot ny cousin 
on the threshold of her room be- 
cause she refused to give him her 
wrist watch.” 

Other residents said the Ger- 
mans “ran wild” for three days 
when they returned to Kharkov. 
On March 13 to 16, they said, the 
Nazis shot 400 wounded Red army 
men -and burned 300 others to 
death in one hospita! and killed 
many in other buildings where 
they feared snipers were hidden 

From then on, they said, there 
were many roundups in. the 
streets. The Germans would raid 
houses and take groups of 40 or 50 
away to be shot.

Dewey’s Proposal 

Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, 
startled the Republican “little convention” at 
Mackinac Island, Mich., by announcing his full 
indorsement of permanent military alliance 
with Great Britain. Inasmuch as Dewey is 
admittedly the favorite candidate for Repub- 
lican nomination for the presidency, in 1944, 
that statement had to be accepted as carrying 
much weight. 

The Republicans will, therefore, undoubtedly 
adopt some form of resolution along this line. 
It is notable that Senator Taft, of Ohio, was 
the most outspoken in indirect opposition to 
the Dewey. proposal while Governor Bricker, 
of Ohio, another nomination possibility, said 
he favored “complete understanding” after the 
war with Great Britain on military and eco- 
nomic needs. 

The significance of the Dewey proposal lies 
in the fact that it apparently sounds the death 
knell for the isolationist element in the party. 
While the coming of the war compelled those 
misled factionalists to remain silent for many 
months, there have lately been stirrings of re- 
awakening, under the utterly misleading, label 
of “Nationalism.” 

It is probable that the United States faces 
the greatest danger of all in the postwar world 
from this little group of blind fanatics who, 
if they had had their way, would have kept 
this country a plum ripe for the plucking by 
any aggressor nation. 

For many years advocates of world peace 
have contended that the two great English- 
speaking nations, Britain and the United 
States, could, together, control the world. Now 
that the Republican party, through its most 
prominent leaders, is advocating sftch collabo- 
ration, there is good hope for realization of 
that dream.

INVASION PATTERN WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Looking 


backward, it is easy to see now 
where the pattern for the Italian invasion was clearly set by the 
character of Allied bombing operations that have been conducted 
since the fall of Sicily. 

Southern Italy has been continuously raked by Allied bombs 
since the Sicilian campaign ended some three 
weeks ago. Railroads and communication junc- 
tions, together with airfields and coast de- 
fenses, have been the targets of our boners, 
rather than factories and shipyards. 

This is precisely the scope of bombings we 

undertook before the invasion of Sicily’ It is 

a sort of softening-up process designed to ease 

the way for the entry of our troops. , 

So obvious was the pattern and purpose of 

the bombings that at least oné well-known mili- 

tary observer, Hanson W. Badwin, of the New 

York Times, was able to anticipate the move 

into Italy. On the day before the British laid 

down their first landing forces on the toe of 

— the Italian boot, the Times commentator had 

this to say: 

“Quite plainly the bombardment of Italy—air and naval—has 
assumed in the past two weeks a pre-invasion pattern. ... This 
air attack obviously has two objectives .. . first to knock out the 
Axis air forces ... second to impede Axis communications to such 
an extent that we... minimize and reduce enemy air and ground 
interference with, and resistance to, our landings.” 


AXIS FOREWARNED Mr. Baldwin is to be commended for 

his keen analysis of pre-invasion events. 
Undoubtedly the Axis was just as much aware of what was coming. 
If they were not, it was their own fault. 

As a matter of fact, air power has come to form such an im- 
portant part of preliminary invasion tactics that it is almost im- 
possible to conceal large-scale offensive plans. To deny our attack- 
ing forces the support of air power is to deprive them of a vitally 
important aid in their operations—one that makes their task far 
easier. To use air power as a preliminary softening blow is to 
tip the enemy off on our plans. 

Necessarily it is more expedient to do the latter than to deny 
our forces the former. 

‘In the speaker’s lobby just off the house of representatives 
chambef at the capitol the War Department has set up an elaborate 
series of maps showing the various world battle fronts. While con- 
gress is in session an official of the department goes there every 
day to piny tiny red flags on areas which have been the targets of 
Allied bombing attacks. The flags are allowed to accumulate over 
a given period, each additional one marked with the date of the 
most recent bombing raid. 


PLASTERED WITH FLAGS Prior to the Sicilian invasion, 


the whole island of Sicily, as it 
appeared on the War Department maps, was plastered with the 
miniature red flags, a flaming signal of things to come. In a similar 
way, the island of Pantelleria, Italian outpost in the Mediterranean 
which fell to the Allies without a single invasion troop landing on 
its shores, was completely obscured by the little red pennants long 
before it surrendered. 
It is plain, therefore, that our bombers cast the shadows of 
coming events. 

_ When the full-dress invasion of Hitler’s main European fortress 
finally comes, it undoubtedly will be preceded by an air attack on 
communication lines and coast defenses in the area where we pro- 
pes to establish beachheads, the like of which has never been seen 

efore. 


SOME SURPRISED But despite the advance warning which 

bn our bombing operations since the fall of 
Sicily tended to give on the invasion of Italy, the new Allied war 
move came as something of a surprise to most military observers. 
Somehow the feeling had been held that before launching an assault 
on the Italian peninsula we would first proceed to clean up the 
remaining Axis island outposts in the Mediterranean, notably Sar- 
dinia, Corsica and Crete.- 

These important island strongholds, however, are ripe plums 
which will easily fall from the tree once we have knocked Italy out 
of the war. - 

In undertaking the grand assault on Italy, the Allied high com- 
mand, after weighing all the factors, evidently decided that it was 
far more advantageous for us to eliminate the Italian nation from 
the war than to allow the country to “stew in its own juice,” as 
Prime Minister Churchill once put it. 

After the downfall of Mussolini we had thought Italy would be 
out of the war on its own initiative before now. The people plainly 
desire that end. But the intervention of Germany has delayed the 
normal course of events. | 


HITLER REACTION Hitler,no doubt is prepared to go to any

“THE MELANCHOLY DAYS” I lcoked up from a down 


town dinner table Saturday 
night and saw that character, Robert E. Lee Dodd, coming into the 
dining room with his charming wife. 
I looked at him walking toward the table of his choice and, the 
lights being soft and low, he looked just as 
young and as slim as he did the first time I 
saw him 15 years ago. There was the same 
slight shamble to his walk Saturday night as 
there was to his run more than a decade ago. 
It is my studied opinion that this character, 
R. E. L. Dodd, was probably the most valuable 
football player any team, anywhere, ever had. 
He was the greatest in only one department, and 
that the most important—the thinking end of 
it. He could upset and outguess another team 
better than any other man I've ever seen or 
heard about. In all other departments he was 
good and in some much more important than 
the “great” in- those same departments. 
He was the greatest in only one department, and 
was, in appearances, slothful and inefficient. 
Every kick seemed to have just barely got un- 
der way. Every punt seemed about to be short. 
You would swear that he was very lucky on 
every kick. They would seem always to take an awkward bounce 
out of the way of the safety man. They would seem about to stop 
after a flight of 30 or 35 yards, but always they would evade the 
safety man and go rolling down for another 20 or 30 yards. He 
was a poor kicker, if you wish to compare him with a Harry Kipke 
(probably the “greatest” kicker of all time) or with any other long- 
distance kicker you've seen. But when you add up the averages 
you find that Dodd's distance average was not a great deal shorter 
and, most amazing, the punt returns from his kicks were shorter 
than from the “great” kickers whose booming kicks went high and 
far before coming to earth. 


AT PASSING His record of completed passes is among the 

best in football. There was another quality to 

his passing which made it much more effective than that of Sammy 

Baugh’s or others whose names are written high as good passers. 

When the thin, shambling, awkward Tennessean took the ball 

and started running to one of his wings, ball held at his side in 
one of his big hands, it was something to see. 


“Surely he will stumble and fall down,” the neophyte spectator 
would say, as he watched. “Surely someone will tackle that bag 
of bones and break it in twain. Surely he will drop the bill.” 

And they always seemed just about to tackle him. They always 
seemed about to break him in twain. You would tense your muscles, 
thinking this time they had him: but always that ambling figure of 
thin legs and arms and body would just barely escape. Now and 
then he would seem to be knocked down. He would stumble and 
be almost down, but just before they got him down he was run- 
ning again amid clutching arms and diving figures which almost 
got him. 

You wanted to laugh, sometimes, seeing how slothful and awk- 
ward he looked. (If you had been on the opposing bench, as I 
was a few times when he was playing, you would see things dif- 
ferently. You would see the coach’s face white and drawn and the 
substitutes pounding their clenched fists against open palms, mutter- 
ing or shouting, according to their mood, “Why doesn't someone 
get the ——?”) No one upset an opposing team as did 
R. E. L. Dodd. He might pass or run. He could see the crack in 
the defense quicker than any other man who has played in our 


time.

He 
pointed out that Mr. William Alexander was not merely gray but 
that most of his hair had fallen out during the many games the 
grand old gentleman has directed.

Over a period of 
years, loss of life and property traceable to this

Fire prevention authorities state 
that matches and smoking constitute together the 
largest single fire cause. They have urged upon 
people the pithy maxim: “Matches have heads, 
but no brains. When you use their heads, use 
your brains.” 

Never before has this advice been so appli- 
cable. The nation is at war. Every home, every 
factory and every farm are part of the struggle. 
When fire strikes now it strikes with double 
deadlines. In its ashes lie a portion of the war 
effort, irretrievably lost. Of course; property 
swept by fire will one day be restored.

NEW YORK, Sept. -—(4)—Just about a year ago we coyly sug- 
gested that major league baseball players could make themselves
